38) Centranthera siamensis Yamazaki, sp. nov. (Figs. 1 & 2) 

Herba hemiparasitica. Radix gracilis, laxe radiculata. Caulis teres, erectus, 
simplex vel superiore laxe ramosus, 10-50 cm altus, subdense patente hispidus. 
Folia inferiora opposita sursum superiora alterna, obsolete petiolata, anguste 
obovata, oblongo-oblanceolata vel lanceolata, apice obtusa saepe subacuta, basi 
in petiolum attenuata, 1-5 cm longa, 3-12 mm lata, integra vel obsolete 2-3- 
dentata, prominente uninervia, utrinque hispida. Flores in axillis foliorum 
superiorum solitarii. Bracteolae 2, setaceae, 1-2 mm longae, hispidae. Calyx 
membranaceous, spathaceous, dorsale fissus, apice attenuate acuminatus, 10-15 
mm longus, 3-5 mm latus, hispidus. Corolla infundibularis, 25-35 mm longa, 
externe sub lente minute punctata, obscure bilabiata, 5-lobata, lobis patentibus 
orbiculatis, integris, 3-4 mm longis et latis. Stamina 4, didynama, inclusa, ca 
2 cm longa, filamentis superne dense ciliatis; antherae per paria approximatae, 
loculis calcalatis, altero anguste ovato perfecto, altero lanceolato minore. 
Ovarium ovatum, glabrum; stylus apice linguiformi-dilatatus stigmatosus. 
Capsula oblonga, apiculata, calyce inclusa, 8-10 mm longa, 4-5 mm lata, septicide 
dehiscens. Semina numerosa, ovoidea, ca 0.6mm longa, 0.3mm lata; testa 
laxe grosse reticulata.

and yellow patch on anterior lobe, roots orange (T. Smitinand, Nov. 18, 1970, 
no. 11365, BKF). 

This species is near to C. indica (L.) Gamble by the stems with spreading 
hispid hairs, but differs from it by the petiolate leaves which are attenuate to 
the base and the larger corolla which are three to four times as long as the 
calyx-length.
